THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Surry in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Surry on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at 7:30 
p.m. in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To hear the reports of the town officers. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to accept Trust Funds 
that may have been received by the town during the past year. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1.00 for the purchase of land of Gordon & Eleanor 
Conboy, fifty-four (54) feet in length and twenty (20) feet 
in depth to be added to the rear property lines of the Reed 
Free Library. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to Bond the town 
through the issuance of bonds or notes of $4,500.00 for the 
Perkins Bridge under and in compliance with the provisions 
of Chapter 241, New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
as amended and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to de- 
termine the date and place of payment of such bonds and notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take 
such steps as may be necessary to negotiate such bonds and 
notes as shall be to the best interests of the Town of Surry, 
or take any action in relation thereto. This to cover the vote 
at the annual town meeting of March 12, 1968 under article 9. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum not 
exceeding $3,100.00 for the purpose of partial payment of the 
revaluation of the Town by the State of N.H. by the vote 
taken by the voters present and qualified to vote under article 
8, of the Town Meeting on March 12, 1968 such sum to be 
raised through the issuance of bonds or notes under and in 
compliance with the provisions of Chapter 241, New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended and to auth- 
orize the Board of Selectmen to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, and to take such steps as may be necessary to nego- 
tiate such bonds or notes as shall be to the best interests of the 
Town of Surry, or take any action in relation thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
not exceeding $5,490.00 for the purchase of maintaining im- 
provements to the Class V roads within the Town of Surry, 
by the vote taken by the voters present and qualified to vote 
under Article 5 of the Town Meeting of March 12, 1968; name- 
ly the Joslin Read commencing at the junction of Route 12A, 
such sum to be raised through the issuance of bonds or notes 
under and in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 241, 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to determine the date 
and place of payment of such bonds or notes and to determine 
the rate of interest thereon, and to take such other steps as 
may be necessary to negotiate such bonds or notes as shall 
be to the best interests of the Town of Surry or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to rent water and sewage 
facilities to the Surry Congregational—Evangelical Church. 
The Board of Selectmen to negotiate and contract for same, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget as 
presented by the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate 
money for the same, or take any action in relation thereto. 


11. BY PETITION: “To see if the Town will vote to 
have all dogs restrained or kept on a leash except hunting dogs 
that are under the owner’s control and supervision and effee- 


tive March 12, 1969 and all subsequent years there-after, or 
take any action in relation thereto.” 


12. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
Ordinances as follows: 


1. Section 1; by adding thereto paragraph 7: 
“All property in the Town of Surry, title to which is 
transferred after the effective date of this amendment, 
shall be subject to the Zoning Classification of the Dis- 
trict in which the property is located, to a depth of 600 
feet from the center of the traveled way.” 


2. That all General Districts in the Town of Surry as 
now on the Zoning Map be changed to Resident Districts. 
“The so-called Joslin Road, the so-called Merriam Road, 
the Webster Road from the intersection of Route 12A 
to the Alstead town line, and the remainder of the Britton 
Road from the intersection of the London Road northerly 
to the Old Walpole Road.” 


13. To take up any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

ZONING ORDINANCE 


TOWN OF SURRY, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


PURPOSE: To promote the health, safety, convenience and general 
welfare of the community by regulating and restriction of the use 
and construction of buildings and premises in the Town of Surry 
and for said purposes dividing the Town into districts, the follow- 
ing ordinance is hereby enacted by the voters of said Town of 
Surry pursuant to the authority conferred by the Revised Laws of 
the State of New Hampshire. 


Original “Surry Planning Board” acting as a zoning commission under 
the authority given to it by law was composed of Messers. John A. 
Westlund, Robert M. Crain, Merton R. Tenney, Robert F. Reid, 
and Richard G. Taylor. As such, it made extensive examination of 
the town, held general investigations and discussions and as a 
result of the same presented their findings to a Public Hearing 
at Surry Town Hall on February 5th, 1951. Upon the recommenda- 
tion received at the Public Hearing, the question was submitted to 
Town Meeting March 13, 1951. The vote being in the affirmative 
the Ordinance was approved and as of that date, recorded. 


Questions pertaining to the ordinance may be submitted to any of the 
five member Board of Adjustment, the Selectmen, or the Town 
Clerk. A map showing the extent of the various districts is on 
view at Town Hall. 


Corrected and reprinted April 1, 1968. 
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Section 1 
ESTABLISHMENTS OF DISTRICTS 


For this purpose of this ordinance, the Town of Surry is divided into 
three Districts, as shown on the Zoning Map. 


A. 
B. 
C. 


Residence Districts. 
Business Districts. 


General Districts. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 9, 1965. 
Land to the depth of 300 feet from the center line of all public high- 
ways in the Town of Surry shall be subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


No dwelling house shall be erected upon a lot in the Town of Surry 
unless the lot has a frontage of at least 125 feet by 175 feet in depth 
on a public highway or public right of way. 


The owner or developer of any subdivision or new housing develop- 
ment in any District shall provide a public of way fifty feet in 
width from a public highway to all house lots in such subdivision or 
housing development and the entire area or such subdivision or 
housing development shall become a Residence District subject to 
the provisions of Section 2 of this Ordinance except by special ex- 
ception granted by the Board of Adjustment. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 12, 1968. 
No building or structure including mobile homes and trailers as 
defined in the ordinance, shall be built, enlarged, altered or moved, 
within the limits of the Town of Surry except with the approval in 
writing of the Zoning Board of Adjustment, in order to insure com- 
pliance with Federal and State Laws relative to water supplies sani- 
tation and fire hazards. 


To designate as a Residence District that portion of the Mine Ledge 
Road (Britton Road) between its southerly intersection with the Old 
Walpole Road and its intersection with the London Road. 


As shown on the Town Zoning Map the designating of the Summit 
Road known as State Highway #12 as a Business District. 


Section 2 
RESIDENCE DISTRICT USES 
In the residence districts, no building or premises shall be erected, 
altered or used and no land shall be used for any purpose except: 


Dwellings, including lodging, rooming or boarding houses, apartment 
or tenement houses and accommodations for tourists and overnight 
guests. 


Churches, public buildings or clubs. 


Farms and truck or home gardens, excluding any use injurious, 
noxious or offensive to the neighborhood but including the sale of 
produce raised on the premises. 


Such accessory uses as are customary in connection with the fore- 
going uses and are incidental thereto but not including business. 
Accessory uses may include the practice of a profession with the 
premises in which the practitioner resides. And also dressmaking, 
millinery and similar home occupation not conducted as a regular 
business. 


a. No land in this district shall be used for a dump or for storage 
of abandoned vehicles or parts thereof, junk, scrap paper, rags 
or discarded material of any kind nor used in a manner that is 
disorderly, unsightly, noxious or detrimental to the public or 
prejudicial to the general welfare. 


b. No land in this district shall be used for a so-called gravel bank 
nor shall any part of the topsoil or subsoil be removed from any 


part of premises in this District except in connection with con- 
struction undertaken upon the premises. 


c. No signs shall be permitted except the following: Town and 
State Highway directional and regulatory signs, historical signs 
and those signs used to advertise the profession or goods dealt 
in by owner or occupant of property on which placed, no sign or 
group of signs shall exceed twenty square feet, outside dimen- 
sions, and none shall be placed so as to obstruct the view on the 
highway. 


Section 3 
BUSINESS DISTRICT USES 
In the business districts, no building or premises shall be erected, 
altered or used and no land shall be used for any purposes except: 
Any purposes or accessory use authorized in the residence district. 
Restaurant or other eating place. 


Wholesale or retail stores, sales stores for trade, or shops for custom 
work or making of articles to be sold at retail on the premises. 


Business or professional offices, banks and the conduct of similar 
professional or business enterprises. 


Commercial amusement places including theatres, bowling alleys, 
skating rinks, billard rooms, dance halls, and places of similar indoor 
recreation. 


Garages for storage or repairs of cars, gasoline and oil filling 
stations. 


Such industrial or manufacturing uses as are not injurious, noxious, 
offensive or otherwise objectionable or hazardous to the community 
for any cause, for which the Board of Adjustment, upon petition, 
issues approval in writing. In the event of such a use being per- 


mitted, no building or structure shall be built of a height more than 
three stories of floors, not to exceed forty feet except in such cases 
as may be approved by the Board of Adjustment and no building 
shall be built or erected for any purpose closer than ten feet from 
the sides of the lot nor closer than thirty feet from the property 
line adjoining the street. 


Such accessory uses as are customary in connection with the fore- 
going uses and are incidential thereto. Accessory uses shall not in- 
clude the deposit or placing outside of any building any waste, 
refuse or ashes, or the storage of any gasoline or oil. 


a. No land in this district shall be used for a dump or for storage 
of abandoned vehicles or parts thereof, junk, scrap paper, 
rags or discarded material of any kind, nor used in a manner 
that is disorderly, unsightly, noxious or detrimental to the public 
or prejudicial to the general welfare 


b. No land in this district shall be used for a so-called gravel 
bank nor shall any part of the topsoil or subsoil be removed from 
any part of premises in this district except in connection with 
construction undertaken upon such premises. 


Section 4 
GENERAL DISTRICT USES 


In a general district, there shall be no restriction on the use of any 
building erected or altered thereon nor on the use of the land except: 


No land shall be used to the depth of three hundred feet from the 
center line of any such public highway for a dump or for the storage 
of abandoned vehicles or parts thereof, junk, scrap paper, rags or 
discarded material of any kind. 


No land shall be used to the depth of the two hundred feet from the 
center line of such public highway for a so-called gravel bank nor 
shall any part of the topsoil or subsoil be removed from any such 
premises except in connection with construction undertaken upon 
premises. 


Section 5 
BUILDING REGULATIONS 
Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 12, 1957. 


Every dwelling house erected in a Residence District or a Business 
District within three hundred feet from the center line of any such 
District Highway shall have a minimum floor area of six hundred 
square feet, outside dimensions, for each family unit. 


a. Plans for such dwelling houses shall be submitted to the Board 
of Adjustment before the beginning of the work and no such 
dwelling shall be erected except with the approval in writing of 
the Board of Adjustment. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 12, 1968. 

b. Every new building of every sort hereinafter erected in a Resi- 
dence District or a Business District within three hundred feet 
from the center line of any such District highway shall be set 
back from the front property line not less than thirty feet, or 
such distance as shall conform to the line of existing buildings 
on adjacent property and the side of any building facing the 
front property line shall be parrallel thereto, any building or 
structure within the Town limits shall be set back at least ten 
feet from the side and rear property lines. 


All chimneys, in any District, shall be constructed of stone or brick 
to the ground; each shall be lined with tile and extend at least 
two feet above the roof of which it belongs and shall have a clean- 
out opening at the base. All entrances to chimneys shall be of fire- 
proof construction, chimneys shall not be used to support beams 
or timbers in any manner. No smoke pipe shall be installed so as 
to be within twelve inches of any combustible floor or ceiling unless 
amply protected with non-combustible floor or ceiling material. No 
smoke pipe shall be installed which passes into or through parti- 
tions or walls, of combustible material, except when guarded by a 
double collar of metal with air space of at least five inches, or by 
at least five inches of brick or other non-combustible material 
between the pipe and the combustible material. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 9, 1965. 

a. All construction shall conform to rules and regulations prescrib- 
ed by the State Fire Marshal and shall be subject to inspection 
by the Fire Wards of the Town of Surry. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 10, 1953. 

Every dwelling house hereinafter erected in a Residence District 
or a Business District within three hundred feet from the center line 
of any such district highway shall be placed upon a permanent and 
approved type foundation. Foundations will consist of footings and 
foundation walls. All footing must be constructed of concrete, 
preferably below the level of frosts, but at least below grade level, 
all foundation walls must be constructed of concrete, cinder block 
or cement block, brick, stone or other approved permanent masonry 
type material. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 12, 1968. 

Every dwelling house hereafter erected within the town limits 

shall be provided with the following sanitation and sewerage 

facilities: 

a. Flush type toilet. 

b. Septic tank, device performing similar function, having a min- 
imum capacity of 500 gallons per dwelling unit. — 

c. Adequate provisions for the drainage and distribution of the 
tank overflow. 


d. Septic tanks, sewerage, and drainage system must be located so 


as not to contaminate any drinking water facilities in any way, 
or be the cause, or contributing cause, for polluting of any 
streams, brooks or river or pond. 


Amended and Approved at Town Meeting March 12, 1968. 

A dwelling unit for the purposes of this ordinance, means one or 
more rooms arranged for the use of one or more individuals and 
living together as a single housekeeping unit with cooking, living, 
Sanitary and sleeping facilities, and intended for other than transient 
occupancy. 


Section 6 
NON-CONFORMING USES 


Any lawful use of land or of a building or part thereof at the 
time or the adoption of this ordinance may be continued, although 
such use does not conform to the provisions of this ordinance, any 
building occupied by a non-conforming use may be structurally 
altered or the use of such building changed to any other use not 
more detrimental to the character of the district in which it is 
located. Should any conforming building occupied by a non-con- 
forming use be destroyed or damaged by fire or other casualty, in 
whole or in part, it may be replaced by a building to be used for the 
same purpose as the one destroyed, provided that such reconstructed 
building or new buiiding shall not exceed in cubic contents the 
original building by more than twenty-five percent. 


a. Provided however that where or whenever an existing non- 
conforming use is or become discontinued or abandoned for a 
continuous period of one year, any subsequent use shall conform 
to the terms of this ordinance 


b. No present non-conforming uSe shall be extended or enlarged 
beyond the limits or area occupied by such non-conforming use 
on the date of the adoption of this ordinance. 


c. Provided further that whenever any building, the use of which 
has been abandoned and neglected for a period of three years, 
has been allowed to become in such condition as to cause it to be 
injurious, noxious or offensive to the neighborhood, or which by 
reasons of such abandonment or neglect shall, in the opinion of 
the Board of Adjustment constitute a dangerous hazard, it may 
be razed by order of the Board of Adjustment and Selectmen 
at the expense of the Town. 


Section 7 
BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Selectmen shall make the initial appointment of a Board of 
Adjustment of five members, one for a term of five years, one for 
a term of four years, one for a term of three years, one for a term 
of two years and one for a term of one year, each year to expire 
on the date of the annual town meeting, each member to serve 


until his successor is elected and without compensation. Thereafter 
upon expiration of the term of any member of said Board, his suc- 
cessor shall be elected at town meeting for the term of five years. 


The Board shall have authority to allow slight variances from the 
specific terms of this ordinance, where it can be shown that they 
would result in unnecessary hardship but when no objection is 
raised by a majority of the families residing or owning property 
within a radius of five hundred feet of the property in question, the 
Board shall hold a public hearing to receive evidence on both sides 
and shall have authority to decide whether the permit shall be 
issued or not. 

Amended and approved at Town Meeting March 12, 1968. 

The applicant shall pay all relevant costs in connection with the 
hearing. 


Section 8 
PENALTIES 

Whoever violated any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each day of such 
violation. 

Section 9 

ENFORCEMENT 

Upon any well founded information that this ordinance is being 
violated, the Selectmen shall, on their own inititative, take im- 
mediately steps to enforce the provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 10 
VALIDITY 


The invalidity of any section or provisions of this ordinance shall 
not invalidate any other section or provisions hereof. 


Section il 
AMENDMENT 


The provisions of the ordinance may be amended or changed at 
any regular or special Town Meeting by a majority of the voters 
present as provided by law. 


Section 12 
EFFECTIVE DATE 
This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage March 13, 1950

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Report of Forest Fire Warden & District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of fires in- 
crease in an area as the population increases and our state is growing 
tremendously, This means that we all must be aware of fire causes and 
do our best to prevent their occurrence. | 


When we are very young the lighted matches is an adventure, 
burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A little older we 
like to have a woodland cookout, or go out by ourselves for a smoke 
but fire and forests get together for another statistic. We adults like 
to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, re- 
sult — escaped fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands and 
with abandoned fields and forests crowding the back yard of our vil- 
lages’ streets, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through the 
fire season, which comes with the disappearance of the snow, of the 
need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1.. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To NEVER discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods, 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If 
you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for 
ALL debris burning except when the ground is covered 
with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in char- 
coal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on GRASS by householders between 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire BEFORE you 
light the match, 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire wadren 
or fire department. |
